THE EFFECT OF THE CZAR’S DEATH. 


Tue death of Nicholas in this crisis of affairs is beyond doubt an 
event of the moment. But it is «f consequence that we 
should not exaggerate the influence it is likely to exert on the 
prospects of peace or war, nor mistake the direction and nature 
of that influence. Our great enemy is dead; but our cause is not 
therefore won; nor is it at all less important that we should win it. 

There can be no question, we think, that, up to a certain point, 
the removal of Nicholas is of good awgury both to those who are 
anxious for peace and to those who lock for the success of the 
Allies in war. It has occurred just at the critical moment when 
negotiations are about to open in Vienna and when active opera- 
tions are about to recommence in the Crimea. Let us consider, 
first, how ic is likely to affect the progress of hostilities, and then 
how far and in what manner it is likely to operate in bringing 
about a termination of this unhappy contest. Our own impression 
is, that it will prove wholly favourable to our arms, but not so fa- 
vourable as ix supposed to the success of our diplomacy. 

Its first operation will be to startle, discourage, and dism»y the 
Russian forces at Sebastopol. They looked upon the Czar with a 
sort of superstitious reverence. He was feared, he was venerated, 
he was to a certain extent loved. The army had vast evufidence 
in his genius, in ais strong will, in his pervading vigilance. They 





did not conceive it possible that their great Emperor and Idol. 


could be worsted if he really put forth bis strength. Something of 


}\ this confidence, no doabt, was felt in him as the Czar, ‘he Head 


of the Church as well as of the nation. But mach, if not most of 
it was due to his persoual character, his known vigour, his leng 
success, his commanding presence. Only a small portion of it, 
therefore, can be transferred to his suceessor. And his successor 


+} is little kuown personally to the army; and where kavown, is 


known only as an amiable but not very energetic man. There is 
great probability, therefore, that the sudden dea:h of Nicholas 
may be regarded by the army as a sort of declaration of Heaven 
against them—for the Russians are very prove to superstition ; 
= the — ao seize the —— = moment avd — 
eir enemies whi panic is still m them, it wa 
worth a reinforcement of 50,000 men. oa : 
Bat the death of Nicholas will not only dishearten the Russian 
armies: it will seriously impair the power of the Russian Empire. 
That State had vast resources ; but the effects prodacibie by these 
i depended entirely apou the energy of the arm that wielded them. 
| The more thorengk the despotism, the more will necessarily depend 
upon the personal character of the despot. New, Nicholas was 
both a vigorous, a watebfol, and a severe ruler. The relentiess 
sternness with which he punished wherever he could detect, spread a 
wholesome terror through all classes, and kept in check, though it

| either an energetic general or a powerful despot. As far, there-

could not subdue, that corruption, peculation, and systematic 
deception which is the universal sin of Russian officials, whether 
civil or military, and which, far beyond any other cause, wastes 
the resources and lyses the energies of that colossal Power. 
Sach is the habitual and pervading jobbery and robbery in all 
ranks both of the army and the State, that nothing but dread of 
the kuout or of Siberia kept it within bounds. The knowledge 
that an acute, vigorous, and merciless chief has been replaced 
by a mild and easy-temp red one, will, we doubt not, give an 
instantaneous and incalculable spring to all the corrupt habits of 
the Empire. The bonds of discipline will be relaxed. The 
difference between the namerical force of armies on paper and 
armies in the field will again increase. The food, the arms, the 
clothing of the troops will again be bartered away by their 
colonels, their contractors, and their commissaries for private 
gain; and all those causes which have made Rassian armies so 
far less formidable in reality than in appearance will resume 
unlicensed sway. The difference between Russia wielded by 
Nicholas and by Alexander will probably he as great as that 
between the French troops with Napoleon or with Massena at their 

Then, the late Enperor was unqestionably a man of very su- 
perior powers of mind, if not of acommandiug genius, and capable 
not only to govern bat to conquer; to combine, to arrange, to 
control; to win campaigns as well as battles ; to form and con- 
duct systems of policy as well as detached operations. There is 
no reason to believe that the new Emperor iuherits any large 
portion of his father’s talent: he is sensible, well-informed, and 
well-meaning, and has the blessing of a wise and admirable wife. 


He may make a good administrator and a beneficial and jadi- | 


cious sovereign: there is no reason to suppose that he will be 


fore, as military matters are concerned, we think the death of 
Nicholas will prove “a heavy blow and a great discouragement” 
to Russia.

ence in Germany and in the Northern Courts. 
cised an almost uuresisted sway over the minor German Courts, 
and one not much less decided over Sweden and Denmark ; but 


it was an influence fully more personal than dynastic. They | 


dreaded and revered him as the incarnation of sovereign will. 
They looked up to him with hope and reliance as the great stay 
of arbitrary power, and the avowed and irreconcileable enemy of 
constitutional liberty in any shape. But it was on Nicholas, 
rather than on the Czar of Russia, that they leaned and trusted : 
their reliance was less on the known principles of Muscovite po- 
licy than on the strong hand and determined opinions of one man, 
whe had suceeeded in impressing them with an overwhelming 
sense of his genius and his power. They were insolent and op- 
pressive when by the audacious and arrogant despotism 
of Nicholas: they will probably become timid and temporising 
when they have only the milder temper and less prompt sympa- 
thies of Alexander to rely on. 


In the conduct of Prussia, too, we may look for a considerable 
change. The control which a strong mind ever exercises over 
weak ove will be removed. Frederick William has lost both his 
master and sustainer. With the death of the Empress (whenever 
it follows) another tie which governed his policy will be broken. 
He is said to be attached to his nephew Alexander ; but this bond 
will be far weaker than that which has so long linked him to the 
fortunes of his sister and his brother-in-law. We do not antici- 
pate that the King of Prussia will all at once become honest, 
manly, and sincere. He is too feeble, too tortuous, too vacillating, 
too much given to low and degrading indulgences, for that. But at 
least he will be more free to act, aud more timid and feeble to op- 
pose, than he has bitherto been. He has host half his importance 
aince he lost the mind which directed bim ; and he will probably 
now fall uoder other influence. The Russia party at the Berlin 
Court, tuo, mast bave been greatly shaken by this sudden ca- 
tastropbe. 
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Is this event favourable to the prospects of peace? At first 
sight it would seem as if it were. It may make the Emperor of 
Austria disposed for more prompt and immediate action, It may 
decide the King of Prussia to join the Western Powers so 
honestly and unmistakeably as to array against Russia a com- 
bination of forces so overwhelming that there would be no chance 
of resisting and no dishonour in yielding. It is well understood 
algo that there are two parties in Russia,—the old fanatical Mus- 
covite party, which is ciamorous for a contiauance of the war, 
and on which the late Emperor leaned,—and the more enlightened 
or German party, which sees the mistake committed, aod would 
be glad of peace on reasonable terms. To this party the pre- 
sent Emperor inclines, and to it most of the statesmen of the 
Empire belong—especially Nesselrode, Orloff, and Woronzow. 
We fully believe, therefore, that Alexander is disposed to nego- 
tiate and really anxious to come toterms; and the fact that his 
father had ostensibly and avowedly accepted the bases proposed 
by the Allies will make his path comparatively easy. 

On the other hand, much had been done by Nicholas to arouse 
the fanaticism of the people of the Empire, and to persuade 
them that their Church was in danger; there is still a power- 
fal body of nobles zealous for war and conquest; and Constan- 
tine, the second son of Nicholas, is at their head, vehement and 
passionate, unwilling to concede a sing'e point, and already, it is 
rumoured, well-enough disposed to dispute his elder and gentler 
brother’s title to the Crown. Under these circumstances it is 
doubtful how far it may be wise, or even possible, for Alexander 
to show any earnest wish for peace, or at least to submit to any 
terms which would seem, or could be represented, as humiliating 
to his country. His throne may depend upon his keeping in 
check his better propensities aud suppressing his wiser con- 
victions. 

*~ The truth is—and-here is the real gist of the matter, though so 
“| generally overlooked—that the European, enligtened, or German 
‘party in Russia, the-party, that is,of Orloff, Neszelrode, aad 
, Alexander, though they desire peace, do not desire to surrender 
the original object of the war. They desire peace becuse they 
gee that “the pear is not ripe.” They blamed Nicholas, not 
‘because they deemed him wroag, but because they deemed him 
\' premature. They differed from him not in his ultimate purpose 
| and design, but in his idea that the time was come, and in the 
' steps he was resolved to take. Let us never lose sight of this fact, 
‘for it is the turning point of the whole question. “Ihe peace- 
party as much asthe war-party in Russia—Alexander as much 
as Constantine—Orloff as much as Menschikoff—the most en- 
‘yightened statesman as much asthe most fanatical serf—look upon 
| Tarkey as their destined prey and Constantinople as their fature 
' capital. The gradual absorption, the ultimate conquest, of the 
| Ottoman dominions is the policy not of Nicholas only, but of all 
| Rassia—not of ove man or one sovereign, but of the whole 
| Empire. This is the permanent, unchangivg, universal purpose 
of the Muscovite nation. 
“Now, is it with this perMANENT policy we are at war, or is it 
not? Did we t»ke up arms to say to Russia: “ You shall not 
/“ have Constantinople in 1855,” or “* You shall not have Con- 
|“ stantinople ever?” If the former, there will b2 no difficulty in 
/making peace, and no reason why we should not make peace at 
once; for Russia sees that she is baffled for the present, and is 
| quite prepared reculer pour mieux sauter, and will probably con- 
sent to any terms that do not practicaliy and obviously involve an 
,abandonment of her grand, central, national idea. If the latter, 
| we shall be able to come to terms with Alexander no easier than 
| with Nicholas,—for neither, till actually and thoroughly beaten, 
‘can agree to a treaty which will place Turkey out of their reach ; 
, which will ostensibly and actually resign the prize which for gene- 
| rations they have kept in view; which will involve an abandon- 
ment of the Imperial policy of the last 150 years. ‘“ The 
*“ Ethiopian cannct change his skin, nor the leopard his spots.” 
No Russian sovereign aud no Russian statesman can avowedly 
and indisputably give up the vast plans aod line of action traced 
j out by Peter the Great, unless whea unmistakeably deprived of 
all power to persistinthem. They may concede anything short 
of this, but this, mever—nuless under severe and irresistible com- 
pulsion. 
\ The whole matter will turn upon the interpretation which shall 
| be given,.to “the cessation of Russian preponderance in the Black 
| * Sea.” 1f—either by the destruction of Sebastopol and the seizure 
of the Crimea, or by a limitatiou of the Russian ships iu the Eaxine 
—we insist upon making this * cessation” so real as to place Con- 
stuntinople outof her reach, Russia cannot consent, yet. If we are 
| content with less than this, we shall retire from the war without 
having gained the object for which we entered into it—the only 
object which could have justified us in entering into it—the only 
object which can repay us for the blood we have shed, for the 
treasures we have lavished, for the sufferings we have endured, 
for the damage we have sustaiued. 
he question lies in a nutsh«ll. Can Russia consent to be in- 
capacitated from carrying out her traditional and ingrained poiicy ? 
Can Louis Napoleon afford to make peace after having incurred 
all the cost, unless he can secure the real objects of the war? Can 
Great Britain terminate a contest, which has done little but unveil 
her weak points and her rusty weapons, by a treaty which shall 
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onl tpone to a future and probably less convenient period 
SaeAN Gebeorersy of to-day? th these reflections in ’ 
mind we have great doubts, even under the altered circumstances, 
whether Russia can yet accept the only terms which the Allies 
can offer. 


THE TRADE OF THE FIRST MONT. 
Ws have now the acconnts of our trade and navigation for the 
first month of the present year; and, though no important de- 
duction can be drawn from se short a period, it is satisfactory to 
learn that, notwithstandiog the war and the very severe weather 
which prevailed through a part of the month, neither our im- 
ports nor our exports present any unfavourable feature. The 
declared value of the exports, in which we might have expected, 
from the decline’ of the trade with the United States and ‘with 


Australia, a considerable falling off, compares as follows :—

Of the enunerated articles, therefore, the declared value ig only 
154,000/ less than in the corresponding month of 1854, and of ali 
articles only 228,000/ less than in 1854. 

The article of imports in which there is the greatest falling off 
is raw silk—in the mouth only 173,724 Ibs, against 815,577 lbs in 
the month of 1854, and against 818,638 lbs in the month of 
1858. We notice, too, that in the accouut of the shipments from 
China, thenumber of bales sent forward in 1854 was less by 8,142 
than in 1853. The quantity of uadressed flax, too, is much less, 
18,575 cwts now, against 36,221 cwts ina the month of 1854, 
and 60,934 cwts in 1853. Hemp, on the contrary, has in- 
creased in the month of 1855 —undressed, 27,731 cwts; of 
1854, 1,465 cwts; of 1853, 18,251 cwts. Tallow also has in- 
creased iu the month: in 1855, 92,335 cwts; 1854, 50,013 cwts; 
1853, 40,481 cwts, 

The quantity of wheat is more, 307,569 qrs against 297,459 qrs, 
but the quantity of flour much less, 130,621 cwts against 836,444 


cwts in the corresponding month of 1854. The ceficiency of oar |} 


supplies from abroad, therefore, is chiefly the consequence of the 
Americans having no flour at our prices, high as they are, to send 
us. This is confirmed by the following passage :—** The exports 
“of domestic produce and general merchandise,” says the New 
York Shipping List, “since the 1st of July, is 35,912,000 dols, 
“ agaiust 43,745,000 dols the previous year. The falliug of is 
“ mainly in breadstuffs, owing to the partial failure of our cereal 
“crops last season, and our consequent inability to meet the 
“ foreign demand. In all kinds of provisions, there has been a 
“ marked increase in our exports, as compared with last year— 
“the gain being nearly equal to the loss in the decreased exports 
“ in breadstaffs.” 

Wine has declined from 442,744 gallons in 1854, to 287,273 
gallons in the month of 1855; and the total imports of wool were 
respectively 3,349,052 lbs in 1853, 2,889,225 lbs in 1854, 
and 1,271,012 ibs in 1855, 

The shippiug cuteriog inwards are sinzularly deficient, 336,478 
tons, against 530,619 tons in the corresponding month of 1854, 
or a dimiuu'iou in the month of 1855 of 194,141 tons, or more 
than oue-third, and of this diminution 124,818 tons were of 
British shippiyg. The tonnage cleared outwards, however, was 
502,829, agaist 434,350 in the firs: mouth last year—the com- 
parative falling off iu the arrivals being probably the consequence 
of the difference in the weather and the wind in January, 1855, 
from the weather aud the windin January, 1854.

THE OPERATIONS IN THE CRIMEA. 


For some weeks we have had oo progress toreport iu the Crimea. 
The armies have been on both sides gutherivg reinforcements, 
aud organising their strength for the comiug compaign. Meo, 
provisions, «ud stores now fiud their way more readily than 
some mouths ago to our camp, ‘The railway from Balaklava 
will speedily. be completed. The communications vetween 


England and the camp will then be perfect, and it will be much | 


nearer ail ouc vast resources than is Scbastopol to the resources 
of Kussia, Our troops are ovw weil supplied, aod our pro- 
Spects are brightening; and great hopes may be rationally euter- 
tained 0! the next campaign. : 
It bas begun weil, too, in an active sense. The Turks, having 
landed a considerable force at Eupatoria, under Omar Pacha, have 
oecupied that position tu co-operate in conjunction with the 
French aud English. They are supported by some French trvops; 
and an English squadrop, under Captain Hastings, of the 
Curagoa, Ou the 17th uli, they were a:tacked by a large body of 
Russian+, supposed to be 49,000 strong, accompanied by & 
{urmidable artillery. The engagemeut iasted from daybreak till 
teu O'clock, wheu the Kussians were repulsed with considerable 
slaughter, ‘heir loss is not ascertained exactly, but their own 
accouut ad:niis a defeat and @ loss of 500 men, The Turks also 
lost « cuasiderable number, 97 killed and 277 wounded, 40d 
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amcngst the killed was Selim Pacha, the commander of the 
Fgyptian brigade. The French, too, lost 4 killed and 9 wounded. 
The English men-of-war rendered efficient assistance, and threw 
shells amongst the advancing Russians. Despatches from Lord 
Raglan, dated February 20th, published in a supplement to the 
London Gazette, on Thursday, announce these facts with honour 
to the Turkish army. Omar Pacha seems likely to win laurels 
in the Crimea as well as in Bulgaria. 








FACTORIES—OWNERS AND INSPECTORS. 


WE regret to see, though it cannot be unexpected by any person 
who has paid attention to the proceedings of the Factory Inspec- 
tors, thata serious dispute is arising between them and the factory- 
owners in Lancashire. The mauufacturers find it necessary to 
form a kind of league for self-protection. They are employing 
their power and subscribing their money, not to resist the 
Russians, but to resist the Factory Inspectors. They object 
strongly to the mode in which these latter carry the Factory 
Act into effect, and they are uniting to oppose them. First, they 
areto go with their opposition to the Home-office, and if they 
cannot succeed against them there, they are then to go to Parlia- 
ment, and bring all their influence there to bear against the Home- 
office and against the Inspectors. They are obviously becoming 
embittered, and it can answer no good purpose to bring the Go- 
vernment into a conflict with then. We have long deprecated 
the unwise legislation which has been directed, at the instance of 
well-meaning but very ignorant persons, to regulate, and, as it 
was supposed, to improve, as it was meant, this great branch of 
business, and have long apprehended that many evils would arise ; 
but we were scarcely prepared for the exasperation which appears to 
have been recently excited in Lancashire. On Tuesday afternoon, 
at a numerously attended and influential meeting of spinners and 
mannfacturere, held at Manchester, it was unanimously resolved 
that the 

Meeting views with great diesati*faction the renewed attempt on the part of 
Her Meje«ty’s Government, to enforce the artificial fencing of all horizontal 
shafting, and is of opinion that each proposed fencing ie unnecessary. 

That, after the unanimoas opinion of the occupiers of the factories previourly 
expreesed, and submitted to Lord Palmerston by an influential deputation in 
March last (whereupon the circular of the Factory Inspectors, of the 8ist of 
January, 1854, was withdrawn), thie meeting deeply regrets that the Govern- 
ment ehould have permitted another attempt to be made to enforee 80 ob- 
noxioue an instruction, thereby continging to perpetuate those feelings of an- 
tagoniem between the Factory Inspectors aud the ocoupiers of factories, which 

| similar proocedings have previourly created. 

That the renewal of thie attempt to enforce an extreme provision of the 

| Factory Act, after it had been once withdrawn, leaves to the ocoupiers of fac- 
tories no security that any represeatations which may be made to the Govern- 
ment, as to an objectionable provielon of the Factory Act, though successfal 
for a time, will be permanently effectual, That this meeting conceives that 
the state of dependence to which the ocoupiers of factories are now reduced is 
degrading and humiliating, and pledges iterif to take such steps as will obtain 
an amendment of the fencing olauses of the Factory Aot. 

That, for the better accomplishment of these objeote, the resolution of the 
preliminary meeting of the occupiers of factories, held at the Royal Hotel, on 
Tuesday, the 27th instant, whioh rends as follows:—‘* That an association be 
immediately formed,to be called the Factory Law Amendment Aseociation, for 

| the purpose of relieving the trade from all undue restrictions upon its interests, 
and from all mischievous interference,” be, and is hereby approved and con. 
firmed, but that it shell form no part of the objects of this association to inter. 
fere with the hours of labour in factories an at present existing. 

That the oceupier of every factory, and every other person affected by the 
clroular of the Factory Inepectorr, be requested to join thie association, the 
present contribution to which, from each member or firas, shall be at the raté 
of one shilling per horee power (nomina!), with power to the committee of 
Management to call for such rate per horse power as circamstances may 


uire, 

That seems like the beginning of a new and determined fac- 
tory agitation, though there has never been a cessation of dis- 
putes since the Legislature first took the matter inhand. What 
more especially provokes it just now is a renewed attempt on 
the part of the Inspectors to procure, according to law, that all 
horizontal shaft~, whatever may be their height from the floor, 
shall be securely fenced, and an exasperating manner of perform- 
ing their duties ‘as they interpret the law. At the meeting, Mr 
Robert Hyde Greg was in the chair, and he said there was no 
reason why the order to fence horizontal shafts, which had been 
withdrawn nearly a year ago, should now be renewed and en- 
forced. Lord Palmerston had then acquiesced in their represen- 
tations. He referred to communicatious from insurance com- 
panies, stating that increased premiums would be necessary to 
ensure against fire if all horizontal shafte were cased, and to a 
letter from the Central Short Time Committee, fall of gratitude 
for the enforcement of the Act, but declaring that to compel em- 
ployers to fence off horizontal shafting fixed more than seven 
feet above the flooring is unnecessary, and more dangerous than 
leaving it uncovered. He complained, too, of the terms in 
which Mr Horner speaks in his report of manufacturers being “‘de- 
tected and convicted,” as “if they were thieves and vagabonds.” 
He showed that of 961 accidents arising from machinery, re- 
ferred to by Mr Horner, on which he was urging the casing of 
horizontal shafting, not one had arisen from this part of the ma- 
chinery : that of 1,971 accidents mentioned by all the Inspectors, 
the number arising from horizontal shafts was 24 ; that of the per- 
sons injured 11 were adults and 5 died, and that these accidents 
could have been prevented by the useof hooks. He insisted strongly, 


~~ 
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too, on the fact that all the Factory Acts were solely intended 
for the protection of women and young persons, and that male 
adults were properly to be left to take care of themselves, but, 
having got a standing body of Inspectors, with respectable salaries, 
who must do something to earn their money, these Inspectors 


would extend their power ; they were now to take care of the |} 


adalts, and the mill-owners must act on the offensive as well 
as defensive. MrT. Bazley ; Mr Oldham Whittaker, of Ashton; 
Mr J. Aspinall Turner; Mr Nathan Worthington, of Oldham; 
Mr Houldsworth; Mr Edmund Ashworth, of Bolton; and other 
gentlemen, all spoke in a similar strain, and the result was the 
resolution to form an association to procure the relief of the trade 
from all undue restrictions and mischievous interference. 

There is no doubt that business ia the manufacturing districts 
is just now very slack, Mr Horner, in his report, insinuates that 
this is in part caused by “‘ more cotton having been spun and woven 
“ than the various home and foreign markets can take off at re- 
‘“* munerating prices,” and refers to the increase of mills ia his dis- 
tricts—66 new ones set to work in the half-year, while short time 
is adopted in many, and some have entirely ceased. There can 
be no doubt that the stimulus of the demand for the United States 
and Australia excited the manufacturers over much, and that part 
of the present slackness is the consequence of former over-pro- 
duction. Still it is not pleasant to have Government Inspectors 
overlooking their proceedings, insinuating misconduct, quarrelling 
with them, aud somewhat spitefully holding up their well-meant 


exertions to improve their own fortunes, by which the country is |, 


enriched, to some obloquy through a report to the Government. 
Thera can be no doubt either, and some late proceedings at Man- 
chester show the fact, that the war does interfere to a slight 
extent with the trade of the district. This cannot be helped. 
War would not be the hateful thing it is, if it did not destroy 
the prosperity of the industrious classes, while it takes away the 
lives of their children and defenders. The ambition which pro- 
vokes it, or the ill policy, whether of people or rulers, which 
brings it on, would not deserve the reprobation we are all ready to 
bestow on it, if war were a source of happiness to nations. But 
when men are angry from disappointmect, partly arising from 
exaggerated expectations of their own, aud partly from a war anda 
policy which they have always deprecated, there is no wisdom 
in Factory Inspectors chafing their sores and bringing them 
into collision with the Government. All their anger and dis- 
appointment, from whatever causes they may arise, will be di- 
rected against any immediate means of annoyance, particularly that 
which comes from others; and, having in the Factory Act and the 
proceedings of the Inspectors good reason for displeasure, their 
anger will all be directed against the Act and the Government. 
It was always to be expected that a time would come when to 
enforce this obnoxious Act would be extremely inconvenient. 
Thie time has arrived, and now zealously to enforce it and 
extend its operations—to carry them into effect in an imperative 
manner—is to bring ona collision between the Government, which 
never more wanted support, and the bulk of the manufacturers. 
We have always protested against this meddling, mischievous legis- 
lation, and it is now evident that both Government and manufac- 
turers would have been saved from annoyance andinjury bad the 
former never departed from the principle of not interfering with 
private business, and had the latter from the first steadily and in 
toto resisted the invasion of liberty and justice made in their in- 
stance in the names of protection aud benevolence. 

It cannot now be necessary to state, with the bulk of the 
people recently so deeply excited on the question of the war, that 
the impulses and passions of mankind—not their reason—hurry 
them on to their destiny, whether it be for good or evil. This is 
equally true of all classes—of the rulers as well as the ruled. All 
men are impelled by their passion-, if afew of them are at times 
guided by reason ; and more care is necessary in guarding against 
the excitement of impulse and passion than in merely informing the 
reason. The whole nation is, it cannot be denied, angry with 
the Government, and, as we explained last week, not unreasona- 
bly, for having neglected in past times its own proper duties, in 
order to busy itself in making regulations to prevent little acci- 
dents and mischances in private life,to which human nature, in all 
conditions, is liable. Nor can it be doubted that con-iderable con- 
tempt, as well as anger, is the consequence of its grasping attempts 
to regulate private business, while its own special business— 
the business of defending the nation and administering justice—is 
done in a manner which the public regard as at once bungling and 
inefficient. It is not wise, therefore, in subordinates of the Govern- 
ment—Factory Inspectors and others—to provoke comparisons be- 
tween private enterprise and Goverment exertions, directing the 
national anger and contempt pointedly against an existing Ad- 
miuistration, This is, however, the consequence of too much 
zeal in eoforcing a law that ought never to have been enacted. 
The feelings excited by the sad events in the Crimea are spread over 
the proceedings of the Government and the Inspectors in relation 
to the Factory Act, and were strongly expressed at the meeting. 
Mr J. A. Turner, for example, said, according to the report in

As a general rule, no 
person thinks of denying that it is the duty of the Executive 
sealously to enforce the laws; but when the Executive cannot 
fail to know that the particular law now in question bad a spurious 
and disreputable origio—that it is false in principle, mischievous 
in practice, and ought never to have been enacted—the Executive 
is required to exercise a wise discretion aud fofbearance, and 
instead of so stretching and enforcing the law as to make it a 
continual instrument of annoyance, it would be wiser to allow it, 
like so many other equally mischievous enactments, to fall as 
ily as possible into desuetude. An abstract principle like 
of “ enforce the law,” may be a good personal guide for In- 
spectors and others who live by enforcing it; but statesmen, who 
have to look to practical expediency, should not act on such an 
abstraction, when it may involve the Government in trouble and 
the commanity in confasion.

The intelligence from the Arctic fleet in 1854 has been of an un. 
favourable character, and the average catch during the past season 
hes falien below the average of any previous year, Several sh 
have taken no oil, and others only about 100 bbls each, Of the forty. 
eight ships which have probably cruised in the ocean during the past 
season, 15 of the number took no oil ; and even the moderate succesg 
of others will scarcely relieve the enterprise from being characterised 
as an entire failure, 

The fleet in the Ochotsk Sea has been more fortunate, jand wil] 
average one thousand barrels each. This, considered by iteelf, might 
be set down a fair season's work ; but in connection with the ill-suc. 
cess of the fleet in the Arctic, the general average is reduced to some- 
thing jess than 800 bbis, and shows a talling off of 100 bbls, or more 
from the average of last year, when ships cruising in both seas met 
with good success. 

The general conclusion to which we are led, from a careful consi- 
deration of these things, is that the business of the whale fishery has 
been pushed by the enterprise of our merchants to nearly or quite its 
utmost limit of prudent investment. Although there still remains o 
prosprct of fair remuneration, any augmentation of the fleet must be 
considered as of very doubtful policy, and unless new whaling grounds 
should be discovered (which does not at present appear probable), 


must tend to depressing influences upon the trade.—New

AGRICULTURAL NOTE. 

Tue severe frost aud snow having passed away with a rapid 
thaw, a few days of warm weather with heavy rains occurred ; 
but for this past week there has been every night a sharp frost, 
which has been succeeded by a warm and bright day. Sul, 
whilst the night frosts continue, vegetation can make no progress, 
and it remains backward for the time cf year, The wheat crops 
have come from their winter Covering without injury, though at 
present they are somewhat frost-bitten in appearance. We con- 
sider, however, that the present condition of the plant is favoura- 
ble, and should we have a fine sprivg a large produce may be 
looked for. In the general agricultural report of the Mark 

for February, the writer says—‘‘ The same exertions 
noticed last season have been directed to ob:ain the same result 
this; even a larger breadth of land is now under heavy wheat 
culture than at the corresponding period of 1854. Then the ex- 
tent was larger than had ever been recollect: d, and the result of 
the harvest, both as regards quantity apd quality, bave fully 
justified the growers in their exertions to produce a goud ao 
profitable crop this season. Present appearances indicate that 
their exertions will prove successful.” We believe these remarks 
to be quite accurste, and that the corn traders entertain similar 
views 1s obvious from the declining prices of our grain markets. 
Farmers must calculate on receiving much lower prices next 
oa and should make their estimates and arraogements accord- 
ingly.

VITRIOLISED BONES.

In Europe, the best wheat- 
rowing districts are Tarkey, Hungary, Italy, France, Spain, Southern 
Poland, Prussia, Austria, and Eagland. In America the wheat dis- 
tricts are of boundless extent, the great proportion of which stil! 
await the hand of man to bring them into cultivation. The valleys 
of the Missixsipp’, Missouri, and Ohio alone, if brought into cultiva- 
tion, are probubly capable of supporting a population equal to helf 
of ali the inhabitants of the world. Ia the Southern hemisphere 
there are boundi+ss tracts of land in South America and Austrulia 
where the climate is everything that could be desired for growing 
wheat of the finest quality, Although a native of temperate climates, 
what isa remarkably hardy plant, and lives through the severes: 
winters of the North of Earope; while, on the other hand, it thrives 
even under the burning sun of the torrid zone.”

SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS.

There has not been any active demand for currants for nearly three 
months. The frost and interrupted navigation have paralysed ihe tcade 
in all groveries, The little business which has lately beea done, both in 
old and new fruit, has been in favour of the buyers. Some low 1851] has 
been taken by consinental buyers at reduced prices, which is a new 
feature Our quotations remain, consequently, quite nominal. The 
holders do not p:es~ ther goods, and the trdae*do not yet come forward, 
but there is evidently a consumption going on larger than in the early 
part of last year, and we may now look for a gradual diminution of our 
stock, which here and at Liverpool is about 6,000 tons. Raisins have 
been even more inactive than currants. The prices remain nominally the 
same as in our last report. Some extensive shipments are being made to 
France of blacks purchased last December. Very few of the late arrivals 
of new reds are yet offered for sale. Old Chesmes are held at 30s to 31s. 
Stock still heavy.

During the past month a very considerable amount of business has been 
done in leather. The demand for army purposes has continued active, 
and the transactions have been extensive, at increased prices.

Frem eur Paris Correspondent. 
Paris, March 8, 1855. 

The Emperor Nicholas’s sudden death has awakened in every 
quarter new hopes of an approachiug termination of the war. That 
event is indeed very favourabl- to the cause of the Western Powers ; 
but I doubt that it will bring peace s0 soon as many persons autici- 

. The new Emperor, Alexaoder IL. is said to be of a pacific 
disposition. He made a sort of oppositiou to the system adopted by 
his father at the beginning of the Eastern question, and he was 
smpeee to the warlike views of his younger brothers, Constantine, 

ichael, and Nicholas. But he is obliged, on his accession to the 
imperial throne, tu follow the policy of his predecessor, as a part of 
the Russian territory is occupied by enemies, and he would be con- 
sidered as betraying the nation if he consented at once to sacrifice 
theCrimea and Sebastopol. He has, therefore, declared in his mani- 
festo that he will pursue the system of policy adopted by his father 
and he bas at the same time sent new powers to Prince Gortechakoff, 
who will assist at the conference at Vienna. It is probable thata 
treaty of peace might be easily concluded if the Allies were not before 
Sebastopol, or if they consented to evacuate the Crimea aud desist 
from the siege of Sebastopol. But that siege is now the stumbling- 
block. The Cabinets of London and Paris will make no concession 
about Sebastopol. The destruction of that fortress is considered as 
indispensable. They demand that it shali be reduced to the state of 
a commercial harbour, in order to preserve the Black Sea from the 
dangers arising from the Russian fleets, which may at any time sail 
from Sebastopol and make an attack upon Constantinople. 

I think accordingly that the present conierence at Vienna will 
lead to no definite results. As long as Sebastopol resists the attacks 
of the Allies, the Russian Emperor will not consent to destroy its for- 
tifications, and the Western Powers will not renounce the expedition 
they have undertaken. 

As soon as the Czar’s death was known by the Emperor, he sent 
orders to General Canrobert to hasten his decisive attack, as it is 
probeble that the news from St. Petersburg will have a disheartening 
effect upon the Russian army. Besides, the troops which were de- 
signed to go to the Crimea continue to embark at Marseilles, and 
50,000 men are to be sent to reinforce the army, in order to insure the 
of Sebastopol, and to defeat the Russian troops in the Crimea. 

It wes at once supposed that the Emperor would renounce his in- 
tention of to the Crimea in consequence of the death of Nicholas. 
But many doubts continue on that subject. It was even reported to- 
day that the Emperor was about to go to Lyons, and, after visiting

HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WEEK.—The winter's cold has passed 
away, but its effects still appear in the registers, on which during the week 
that ended on Saturday last the deaths of 1,560 persons are inscribed. The 
deaths in the last seven weeks have been 10,968, and have thus exceeded the 
weekly averages of the year round by 2,288. The moon was at the full on 
Saturday (March 3) ; the barometer was low (29°358 ip. mean of the week); 
the mean temperature of the air was 40.8 deg., or nearly 1 deg. above the 
average, 9 deg. above the freezing point of water, and 14 deg. above the mean tem. 
perature of the previous week ; the dryness or the excess of temperature above the 
dew point was 2.ldeg; the wind was S.W., and travelled atadaily rate rising 
from 50 miles on Tuesday to 255 miles on Saturday. The eky was often overcast, 
and eight-tenths of an inch of rain fell in the seven days; electricity was 
active and positive. Last week the births of 838 boys and 888 girle, in all 
1,726 children, were registered in London. In the cen corre-ponding weeks 
of the years 1845-54 the average number was 1,551. 

EXTRAORDINARY INFLUX OF SHIPPING.—Since Friday last nearly 200 mer- 
chant vessela have been entered at the Cu-tom-nouse, which have arrived from 
Chine, the Eaxt and West Lodiea, the Cape of Good Hope, North and South 
America, the Mediterranean, and from almost all parts of the world, with the 
exception of the Baltic.

FRANCE.

They have given some large orders to a few manufac- 
turers, but real activity is only to be observed in those which are work- 
ing for thearmy. Some of the latter have doubled the number of their 
operatives in order to meet their engagements within the limited period 
assigned to them. Spain, Italy, the Brazils, and other States of South 
America, are the only countries from which any orders have arrived, and 
the export trade is consequently very dull.

The receipts show a large decrease on those 
of the previous season, amounting to 82,154,922 feet of boards 
and seantling. Heretofore they have shown a large increase in 
each succeeding year. The falling off this year was caused mostly 
by the want of snow last winter for logging, and partly by the diver- 
sion of Canada lumber to Quebec, (where, in consequence of increesed 
foreign shipments, the market in the early part of the season was 
better than ours,) and to Chicago of a larger proportion of Michigan 
pine.

It can rarely be made obedient to the public, for that would be 
to cease togovern. Besides public opinion, made up of the opinion 
of all, is a poor guide for Government, which aspires to be before and 
generally above the opinion of the masses. Only by revolutions— 
such as that of France in 1792, aud such as that in 1831 here, when 
our Reform Act was passed—are Governments, as the rule, im- 
proved, They resist the action of society; they are never subject to 
competition ; and hevce, as the rule, they do not improve. Al! our im- 
provement in military mutters since 1815 have consisted in following 
a few of thechaoges made in the military art-in other countiies, but 
never has our Government conceived the idea of forming for Great 
Britain a complete military system, adapted to the present condition 
and circumstances of the people, and suited to the principle of pro- 
gress, the eff. cts of which in past times are certain, and may with an 
approach to accuracy be estimated in future. Hence our military 
system is an irregular, incomplete botch on society, having no root in 
the national manners, and being in no degree adapted to growing 
or changing wants. The book which suggests this rema:k is a uses 
ful compilation of the laws and regulations of the military forces of 
the empire. It gives an account of ail matters relating to the Mil: 

and Civil Constitution, Aiministration, and Government of the mili-

He returned to 
make the discovery, and, proceeding into the country, this is the ac- 
count he gives of his 
FINDING GOLD, 

The landlady of the Guyong inn, Mra Lister, had seen better days. I had 
known ber during her husband’s lifetime. She was now a widow. It occurred 
to!me that I could not prosecute my plans efficiently without assistance, and 
that Mre Leslie wae a person in whom I could safely confide, and she would 
probably furnish me with a guide avd all the necessary implementr. After 
dinner, therefore, I disclosed to her the object of my visit, and begged her to 
procures biack f-liow as a guide to the epot I wished to visit first ; for, though 
this part of the world was many yrars back pretty well known to me, it is a 
matter of no ema!l danger to attempt to penetrate alone the dense forests that 
cover the whole surrounding country. She entered with a woman's heartiness 
into my view-, and offered me the assistance of her sop, a youth of about 
eighteen years of age, who, she assured me, knew the country well. He was, 
therefore, made acquainted with my objec', and, at my request, provided me 
with the requisite toole—a small pick, a trowel, and a tin dish for washing the 
soil.

My guide went for water to drink, and, after making a hasty repast, I told 
him that we were pow in the gold ficids, and that the gold was under his feet 
as he went to fetch the water for our dinner. He stared with incredulous 
amezement, and, on my telling him that I would now tind some gold, watched 
my movements with the most intense interest. My own excitement, probably, 
was far more intense than his. I took the pick and scratched the gravel off a 
schistose dyke, which rai across the orcek at right angles with its side; and 
with the trowel I dug a panful of earth, which I washed in the water-hole. The 
first trial produced a little piece of gold. “ Here it ie!” I exclaimed; and I 
then washed five panfulsin succession, obtaining gold from all but one. 

No farther proof was necessary. To describe my feelings at that eventful 
moment would be impossible. What I said on the instant—though, I must 
admit, not warranted as the language of calm reflection—has been since much 
laughed at.

But it would be in vain for me to attempt to describe ail that I witnessed at 
this particular juncture. Among Other strange sights, I eaw a blind man led 
by a lame one, trudging across the mountains en roufe for the gold fields, They 
solicited charity, Tne lame man was hopping on crutches, amd the buod man 
had hold of bis right hand, which was ex:ended over the crutch. Thousands 
who started from Sydney never reached half way, and, seeing us taany coming 
back as going, those upward bound got Ciscourag:d, and returned in despair, 
vowing vengeance against the man who had so deceived them. 

There are other matters in Mr Hargrave’s book which make 
it interesting. For example, we had occasion lately to poiut 
out the mischievous consequence of continuing to employ the 
money derived from the sale of fand in the Australian colonies in car- 
rying vo. labourers from our country, where they are now much 
wanted. Mr Hargraves meutious this other consequence. “The 
newly-arrived immigrants, who had just been brough: trom England 
at the expense of the colonial land fund, almost without exception re- 
emigrated to California without having done a single day’s work in the 
country which had, in a manner, purchased the right to their labour.” 
The book is a plain narrative of an event which will in after ages fill 
a large space in the history of society.

The present returns show an ¢mcrease of circulation, 55,5941; 
an increase of publie deposits, 177,7291; an increase of private 
deposits, 157,8751; an increase of securities, 577,273/, the bulk of 
which is private securities; an increase of bullion, 145,208/; an 
increase of rest, 331,2831; and an increase of reserve, 108,8231. 
Toe increase of bullion now begun we may expect will continue. 

Chere is still a very good demand for mouey, though the demand 
is less stringent than it was last week. The terms remain the same. 
Last Saturday, when bilis falling due on the 4th had to be paid, was 
a day of great trial, and was found by the bankers and discounters to 
be one of the most tronblesome and disagreeable days that they have 
experienced for many years. Obligations that were postponed for 8 
month will add to the other obligations already appointed for the 4th 
of next month, and that, as well asthe 4th of subsequent months, 
may belooked forward to with some anxiety. 

The exchanges continue firm, with very little business doing, and 
only very small parcels of gold are sent abroad. 

The arriva's of specie comprise 1,448,000 dols by the Atlantic, from 
New York, and 1,665,539 dols (of which 1,234,984 dols are described 
as silver, and 420,555 dols gold), besides 1,385/, by the Atrato, from 
the West Indies, Mexico, &c. :—total not less than 624,000/. 

The shipments of specie amount to 225,9621, of which 28,386! is 
gold for Ceylon, Hong Kong, and Singapore, and 197,£76/ silver for 
Bombay, Madras, Singapore, Hong Kong, Canton, and Shanghai. 

The tunds rose cousiderably last Saturday from the effect of the 
death of the Czar, and they have continued relatively high ever since. 
Cousols have ben about 93. They opened to-day at 93, and declined 
in the course of the morning to 92}, in consequence of a rumour 
which was, as far as we could learn, without foundation, that the 
Conferences at Vienna were at an end, and that Lord John Russell 
was on his way home, The market afterwards rallied a litle, aod 
closed at 93% sellers, The rise on Saturday has occasioned more 
business on the Stock Exchange through the week than has exist 
for some time past; but it is remarked that the public in general have 
not much money to invest; that all they have they r quire for their 
business, or wish to keepto be prepared tor contingencies ; and before 
great activity can be restored to the Stock Exchange, there must bea 
loan, or Que or two jseasous of great commercial prosperity. °F 
many years there has not been go little speculation und so little 
business on the Stock Exchange as of late.

Business continues generally very doll. Under the influence of 
our doubtful political relations, the hope of peace, or the apprehen- 
sion that war will be exasperated and continue, influences the public 
and makes them averse from speculation. Purchases are oaly made 
to supply immediate wants. The report of the failure of the nego- 
tiations affected general business, as well aa the business on the Stock 
Exchange, and to it was attributed an improvement in the course of 
the day in the price of tallow and the firmness of the corn market. 
The late intelligence from the Cape of Good Hope and Australia is 
not favourable to the future prospects of trade. From the United 
States the reports are more favourable. 

By the Treasury, tenders are invited up to the 15th inst. for'a loan of 
433,0002 for the island of Jamaica, bearing 4 per cent. interest, 
guaranteed by the Home Government on debentures, to be made out 
in sums of 500/, 400/, and 300! each. The sums tendered and ac- 
cepted will be payable at the Bank of England in the following 
proportions, and at the following periods :—10 per cent. on the 16th 
of March, 30 per cent. on the 2nd of April, 30 per cent. on the 1st of 
June, 30 per cent. on the 2d of July. 

Our latest accounts from New York respecting the money market : 
are becoming more satisfactory. The Shipping List of the 21st says :— 
“ Evidences of a permanent and substantial recovery from the mone- 
tary embarrassments of the past eighteen months multiply on every 
side—not a rapid recovery, it is true, but one gradual and certain. 
The business world have nearly recovered from the serious shock to 
confidence and credit, resulting from the appalling defalcations last 
fall. In the course of a few weeks, the trade of the West—for 
some past embarrassed by the suspension of navigation, and the se- 
verities of a rigorous wiater—will recover i's ordinary vitality, and 
extend its influences to the great business marts of the seaboard, in- 
fusing a spirit of wholesome activity into those channels of enterprise 
which are yet suffering frou the stagnation bequeathed by the wide- 
spread financial disasters ot the past year. The value of the imports 
of general merchandise at this port for the past week amounted to 
1,814,005 dole, againgt 2,347,220 dols the corresponding week last 
year. Since the lst July iast, exclusive of foreign specie, the value 
of our imports is stated semi-officially at 103,418,000 dole, against 
120,074,000 dols for the corresponding period iu 1853-4, showing the 
substantial decrease of 16,656,000 dols. 

“ The aggregate specie export since July lst amounts to 21,805,000 
dole, against 20,037,000 dols during the correspondiog period of the 
previous fiscal year. Sterling exchange has advanced to 9}, and the 
specie exports are uently on the increase. The receipts of gold 
from California have dwindied down to a rather low mark lately, and 
this tact, in connection with the heavy shipment by the Atiantic 
sailing to-day—upwards of » million dollars—causes some fear that 
Capital may become less abundant. 


“Our City banks are gradually strengthening their position, the 
last weekly exhibit, published yedardent lodiottion ply ma of 
1,416,707 dols in the deposits, and a loss of only 205,601 in the specie, 


which is much below the expected loss in view of th large shipmea

CUMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVEMING. 
The cora market was firm to-day, in consequeuce of very short 
arrivals, conjoined with an opinion that the prospect of peace was 
leas favourable. Jt was supposed in the early part of the week that 
the death of the Czar might lead to peace, aod the corn market 





|| became dull in consequence. A contrary opinion prevailing to-day, 


and the supplies being very short, the market for wheat was very 
firm, At present there is none expected from auy quarter. The sup- 
lies from our own farmers are likely to fall off as they engage in 

ld work, and till the Baltic be again opened, prices will probably 
rule somewhat higher. We have of late had some flour trom the 
United States, and we continually receive some from Spain, but for 
the moment the sources «f our supplies of breadsiufts are limited, 
and in cons quence a ficm market is anticipated. 

There was a large arrival of Irish oats in the week, 38,360 qre, 
and on Monday the oat trade was very dull. Siuce then it has 
rallied, and to-day the market was in favour of the seller. 

Off coast there have been seven arrivals since the 28th ult., viz., 
one cargo of wheat from Santander, four cargoes of ma ze from New 
Orleans, and two ditto from New York. Of these, five cargoes were 


reviously dispused of (the Spanish wheat for Frauce), aud two have 
n sold since.

From Stettin, dated the 3rd, we hear that the thaw had com- 
menced there, but this had no influence on the wheat market, which 
seemed quiet. The demand for rye was cousiderable, the market 
was active, and prices had rapidly advanced on account of parchases 
for Saxony and the Rhine. Barley, too, was firm, aud in demand for 
spring delivery. 

From Breslau we have a circular of February 27, which states 
that there was an active demand for corn, aud the demand fully 
equalled or exce-ded the supply. 

From Hamburg we have commercial news to the 2od instant, 
when there was thaw and frost alternavely, Wheat was notin | 
demand, and thetmarket was unchanged ; but for rye there was a brisk 
demand, particularly for spring delivery, and prices advanced. 

Our advices from Amsterdam of the 5th, and from Rotterdam of 
thesame date, state that the corn market was well aitended, and the 
prices were maintaine?. 

In the sugar mark t prices are steady, with business to a mode- 
rate amount. The market closed qui: tly and firm to-day. 

We learn from Havana of 10th February, that the demand for 
sugars since the 10th of January, when the stock was very small, 
has been very active, principally for qualities suitable for Spain. 
The superior and florette yellows, and ne from No, 10 to 14 are 
most required. “ The stock,” say Messrs M. de Embil and Co, | 
“is calculated to consist of 70,000 boxes of the old and present 
crop, aud 20,000 boxes in Matanzas. The rains which we have 
experienced will retard the arrivals, and wil! have the same influence 
on the crop: this, with an increasing demand for rv-p, confirms 
our opinion that the crop will be deficient. The demand for mo- 
lasses has continued in the coastwise ports at 3] re for clayed, and 
4 rs to 4} rs for muscovadoes, per keg o! 5} gallons. Freights have 
been 3/ for Marseilles, 22 159 for Matanzas and Cork (the H-sper, of 
3,000 boxes), and still higher rates have been p:il for losding in 
other parts of the island. Exchanges continue rather dull, ut rates 
of—London, 124 to 144 per cent.; Paris, § per cent. prem.; New 
York and Boston, 1 tu 1} per cent. prem, at 60 days’ sight ; New 
Orleans, 5 to 6 per cent. prem. short; Spain, 5 to7 per cent, prem., 
according to sight.” 

The coffee market has improved, and maintained its improved tone 
till the close of business this day. 

Small public sales of tea took place on Wednesday, comprising 6,124 
— which 1,400 were sold at satisfactory prices,except for young 

yson, which went rather heavily. Common congou “ with all faults,” 
sold from 94d to 94d; good, 1s 7}d to 1s 74d; common hyson, ls 3d to 
is 5d; good, 1s 11d; common young hyson, 11d to 1s 24d; good, Is 6d 
to 1s 1044; middling imperial, 1s 3d; middling to fine guspowder, 
1s 7d to 2s 9d. There is altogether,more activity in the tea murket than 
has recently prevailed. Duty wes paid at this port during the week 
ended 1st inst. on 644,300 lbs, against 337,511 in the same period last 

ear. 
' Mr Henry W. Eaton says of silk :—*‘ Since the public sales the silk 
market has experienced little or no change, all the obstructive causes 
having continu: din uli force. I have, therefore, to report to you the 
arrival of letters from China to the 30th December, and Calcutta to 
the 22nd January. At Shanghai a fair current business had been 
done during the previous month, prices assuming rather an increased 
firmnese, though already in most instances leaving « loss to shippers 
to this country. The shipments to that date from all Chin. showed 
® deficiency of about 9,000 bales as compared with the same period 
last season, leaving an unsold stock of all sorts at Shanghai not ex- 
ceeding 1,500 bales. In Calcutta there was but little doing, holders 
demanding prices above what this market could afford. The defi- 
ciency in the November bund is coufirmed, aud the shipments of 1854 
show a deficiency of 4,000 bales as compared with the seuson of 1853. 
All the low silks were being taken for native coneumption. In ordi- 
nary times these advices would have imparted a buoysncy to the 
market, but the only effect as yet is some additional firmuess on the 
part of importers. It is satistactory to know that the demund for 
manufactured goods at the wholesale houses has cousiderably in- 
creased within the last few days.” 

The Liverpool cotton mark:t closed last week quict, but steady, 
On receipt ot the news of the death of the Russian Autocrat, how- 
ever, the market assumed a very excited aspect, and the demand has 
continued during the week onan extensive scair, with la ge business, 
the sales resching 87,000 bales, of which the trade have secured 
58,000, ep-culators 17,000, and exporters 12,000 bales. Quotations 
for ail descriptions are raised 4d per Ib. A larger advance would 
have been established but for the abundant choice offered by the 
recent heavy arrivals. The market to-day cioses firmly, with an 
active business of 8,000 to 10,000 bules. Ihe last advices from 
America report a further decrease in the receipt, the deficiency 
being 133,000 bales, consequently the estimates of the crop become 
more and more reduced, many calculating upon a result of less than 
thr-e niillion bates. The New York markt was unchanged. At 
New Orleans the last quotation for middling was 8¢ cents. There 
has also been an active demand ia the London marke’, with sales of 
1 750 bales at improving rates. 

Meesre Wilsov, Rose, Graham, and Co., state of the oil and seeds 
market :—* During the week prices of the different articles which 
interest have been nearly nominal, and had a proclamation of peace 
been actually anuounced, we much question whether it could have 
produced a greater effect on our markets than the decease of the 
Crzar hasdone. The value of all descriptions of Russian produce and 
of those having any affinity to them, has been depreciated to an im- 
mense and ruinous extent. A slight r- action, however, is already be 
ginning to manifest itself, many well-informed partics considering 
the chance of any cessation of hostilities very remote and imprebabie, 
There hes been quite a panic im the tallow market. Early in the 
week 47s per cwt was accepted for Russian yellow candle, which in- 
duced consumers and exporters to buy, aad now 48s is the nearest 
peices. 
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The recent severe weather preventing freighters from completi" 
cargoes and preventing ships from sailing, has given rise to some 
cases of demurrage, and we may in cons+quence state the law on the 
subject. ‘ When the contract of affreightment,” according to Chitty, 
“expressly stipulates that so many days shall be allowed for dis 
charging or receiving a cargo, and so many more for overtime, such 
limitation is eted a8 an express stipulation on the part of the 
freighter that the vessel shall in no event be detained longer, and i' 
detained he will be liable for demurrage. This holds even in cases 
where the delay is not occasioned by any fault on the freighter’s 
= but is inevi‘ab/e.” “ Demurrage is not, however, claimable for the 

ile detention of the ship, or the hostile occupation of the intended 
port, nor is it claimable for any delay wilfully occasioned by the 
master, or owner, or crew of the vessel, The claim for 
demurrage ceases as soon as the ship is cleared out and 
ready for sailing, though she should be detained by adverse 
winds or tempestuous weather,” or, we presume, included uoder the 
last category, frost preventing navigation, provided the freighter has 
fulfilled his contract and sent all his goods on board. The general 
rule of paying demurrage, when the detention is inevitable, is ob- 
viously broken through when the inevitability arises from a hostile 
wer. It is, therefore, we thivk, to be inferred that when the 
inevitability arises from causes wholly beyond the control of the 
freighter, and he has executed his part of the contract, he ought not 
to pay demurrage. “Ifa ship be detained by the crowded state of a 
or from uolawful acts of cuctom-house officers,” the freighter 
no more to do with either of those than with ice or 
tempestuous weather; and the principle is strained too far 
when the freighter is, under such circumstances, made to pay 
demurrage. If the ice have set in before he have completed 
his contract to load the chip within a certain time, the misfortune 
falls on him ; it is as if he were smitten with illness, aod unable tc 
look after his business, and all the consequences of such a misfor- 
tune the freighter must bear. To make hum liable for the detention 
of a crowded port, or the unlawful acts of a custom-house office r, is 
to encourage the captain and crew of a vessel not to exert them- 
selves to overcome the difficulties of a crowded port, or unlawful 
behaviour in an officer. Clearly as lovg asthe fault of detention is 
the freighter’s, as longas he is prevented from fulfilling his 
contract by some natural or artificial causes, not the act of the owner 
or captain of the vesse!, he should bear ail the burden ; but when he 


is guilty of no fault, when he kas fulfilled his contract ‘to the letter, 
| any natura! or artificial cause of delay not arising from him, making 


detention inevitable, should then fall on the shipowner or captain, who 
does not fulfil his contract of Putting to sea at a given time ; and for 
the acts of “ a crowded port,” or “ malicious officials,” the freighter 
_ Should be exonerated as he is for the hostile detentioa or adverse

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The slightly increased activity in our market, which we had occasion 
to notice a week ago, received a sudden stimulus, by the announcement of 
the death of the Emperor Nicholas, on Friday and Saturday last. As 
there was some accumulation of continental orders, which had been held 
over during the recent interruption of the navigation by frost, the desire 
to place them, before the full effect of the news might be felt, was natural, 
and thus a good deai of business was transacted at steadier, but not higher 
prices. ‘The sale of 20,000 bales of cotton in Liverpool, at an advance of 
$d to jd per lb on M onday, gave, however, a more decided tone to our 
Tuesday’s market, and spinners and manufacturers demanded a correspon¢- 
ing advance. In yarns id per lb on the late quotations was paid in many 
instances, but only, we think, for positive orders on hand. ‘There was no 
speculative buying. In cloths buyers made a ter resistance, and the 
pressure of stocks prevented an upward movement except in some solitary 
cases, 

The principal business done seems to have been for European markets, 
but some transactions in 14’s to 24’s water have also taken place for the 
East, at 73d per 20’s. The home trade has taken a fair amount of do 
mestics, of which prices are rather hardening ; but little can be said of 
the finer fabrics, which remain neglected and ifficult to move. 

Not much has been heard of “ short time” this week, but some de- 
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scriptions of cloth are evidently produced in great excess of the demand, 
which cannot fail to lead to an ultimate stoppage of looms. 

On the whole the feeling here is anything but a buoyant one; and 
though our more distant prospects may be somewhat more cheerful, it is 
not genera'ly expected that the present partial improvement will be of 
any very long duration. 

The meeting of millowners, which we stated last week would take 
place on Tuesday, has come off. A number of resolutions were passed, 
condemnatory of the proceedings of the Factory Inspectors with respect to 
horizontal shafts. The speeches made on that occasion show great de- 
termination to get rid of the obnoxious clauses in the act. 

The hands of the employers are very much strengthened by the fact 
that the employed themselves, for whose especial beaefit this precious

excluding from the room both light and ai-, so essential to health and the 
efficient execution of the work therein carried on. But we are also 
further of opinion, that the most effectual way to put a stop to the acci- 
dents complained of would be to prohibit the c'eaning of all mill gearing, 
whether by man, woman, or child, while it is in motion.” 

BraprorD, March 8.—Wool—There is no spirit in the buyers, all seem 
to act with unusual caution, nor is the supply in the staplers’ hands of 

| good shafiing matchings plentiful. Noils and brokes, since the breaking 
up of the frost, have been more inquired after, and, with the small supply 
on hand and making, prices are well maintained.

The supply of English wheat at Mark lane on Monday was tolerably good, 
aod although offered at a reduction of 48 per qr, the town millers took off 
ony a small portion, whilst for foreign the demand was limited, the holders 
generally refusing to follow the marke’, as was the case with home grown: the 
sales effected were at a redactiou of 26 per qr for even the best qualities. The 
imports consisted of 910 qrefrom Bilbow, 510 qre from the East lndie-, 720 qra 
feom Requejada, and 670 qra from Santander, making a total of 2,810 qre, 
Toe arrivals of flour coastwixe were 610 sacks ; by the Eastern Coanties Riil- 
way, 11,661 sacks; by the Great Northern, 2,345 sacks; from foreiga porte, 
10,015 sacks and 13,997 brie: the towa millers put the top price down 5s per 
sack, and all other sorts were 24 per eack ard bricheaper, The arrivals of 
barley cosstwise were 1,835 qrs; aud fom Malta, 1,200 gre: filoe malting 
qualities commanded nearly as much money, but iutermediate descriptions 
receded 1a per qr, thouzh, on the whole, there seemed more disposition to hold 
a stock of this article. From our owa coat there were only 213 qrs oats ; 
from Scotland, 2,949 fqra; but: from Ireland, 25,603 qre, with no imports 
of foreign, but 2,837 qre by the Eastera Counties; and by the Great 
Northern, 3,344 qrs. This liberal eupply, combined with the important news 
from S: Petersburg of the death of the Czar, had as much effect on this grain 
as others in checking the demand, and pric-- gave way ‘or Irish 18 to 26 per qr, 
and for other eorts 1s per qr, with a limited business transacted in all descrip~ 
tionr. 

There were pretty liberal imports of wheat and flour at Liverpool on Tues- 
day, with a large addition of Indian corn; the attendance of millers and 
dealers was small, and, although the transactions were not numerous, the 
holdera did not seem 80 much alarmed there as at other marketer, and the 
extent of the decline on wheat was ouly 3d to 4d per 70 ibs, English flour 
sold at the same prices as on Friday, but at 26 per sack uoder the curreney of 
the previous Tuesday, and American was offered from on board shipat a re- 
duction of 1sto 2s per barrel. For Ireland, Indian corn would have sold freely | 
at a decline of 1s per q’, but business was checked by the armness of 
holders. 

There were no imports of foreign grain at Hull, and the farmers seemed 
little disposed to meet the views of the buyers, who required an abatement of 
5a per qr on wheat; in some instances they accpted a decline of 38 per qr, but 
this was far from general : average, 683 2d on 1,010 qr-. 

The arrivals at Leeds were short, but there were many samples from 
vessels below, and saies were not pressed, but the few effected were at 4a to 
5s per qr reduction im price: average, 694 5d on 892 qra, 

A fair quantity of wheat was brought forward by the farmers at Ipewich, 
which was sold at 1sto 2s per qr less money: average, 66s 8d on 1,012 qrs. 

The fresh arrivals of Eoglis grain at Mark lane on Wedne-day were 
short, those of Irish oats very good, but the impocte of foreign corn were 
limited ; there was, however, a fair quantity of flour. No further change oc- 
curred in the value of wheat. Barley was steady in price and demand. Oats 
met a slow sale at nearly former rates. 

The Scotch markets have not been so much depressed us those of the South. 
At Edinburgh the busy occupation of the farmers prevented their usually large 
deliveries of grain, although they were still liberal. Wheat met a tolerably 
free sale at about 2¢ per qr reduction in value: average, 68s 1d on 1,248 gre, 
There were no imports of foreign grain at Leith, and the demand was limited, 
although lower rates wou'd have been taken had buyers shown avy disposition 
t» get into stock. At Glasgow there were 2,200 qrs Egyptian wheat up the 
Ciyde and 303 qrs foreign, but none at Grangemouth, and prices were about 2s 
per qr lower. 

The supply of wheat at Birmingham on Thureday was less than usual; the 
millers took it off readiiy at 2s per qr recuctiun: average, 676 11d on 469 qrv. 

There was a limited demand for wheat at Bristol; prices were 3s to 4e per

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 


Cuester aND Hortrneap.—The report, presented to the share- 
holders on Wednesday, stated that the traffic returns for the past half- 
year exhibit in the agyregate an increase, as compared with the cor- 
responding period of previous years. There is a decrease of 4,593) 
in the receipts from passengers, and of 2,175/ from parcels, as compared 
with the corresponding period of 1853, but there is an inerease of 6,800 
in the goods. The total treffic receipts for the half-year ending the 
Sixt of December last amounted to 122,1554, and the expenses to 
70,206/, or 57.47 per cent., leaving a balance of 51,9491 in favour of the 
railway. The net balance to the credit of revenue amounts to 16,7882, 
after deducting debenture interest and interest on advances. From 
this sum the directors recommend a dividend of 7s 9d per share on 
the first preference shares, leaving a balance of 513/ for the next 
account. 

AMBeRGATE, NoTTinGuaM, aND Boston.—The report of the di- 
rectors expresses the disappointment felt by them in consequenee of 
the management of he Great Northern Railway Company not being 
in a position to give effect tothe terms of lease agreed to in 1852, 
After anxious and tedious negotiations, an agreement was come to in the 
shape of @ working arrangement, under the new powers of the com- 
pany, for 10 years, and is confined to the railway. The Great Northern 
are to take tLe plant of the company, maintaining it, and paying in- 
terest upon a valuation ; and they are to supp'y any further ;lant 
which may be required. The Great Northern Company are to take 
of the gross receipts 35 per cent. if they amount to 37,000) 
and 30 per cent. if they fall short of that amount. The Am- 
bergate Company is to complete the new line and station into 
Nottingham within two years from the 2d of April, the proposed date 
of the agreement. An option is also given to the Great Northern 
Company to take the entire undertaking, at a clear rental of 4 per cent. 
on its outlay, at any time within four years from the date of the 
agreement, or of 4} per cent. within nine years from the date of the 
agreement, or to amalgamate the stocks at par. It is expected that 
an early effect of the working must be to realise an improved dividend, 
The conveyances of the Nottingham and Grantham Canals were exe- 
cuted on the 2d of January last, and debentures for 87,5000 at 4 per 
cent, were delivered tothe Nottingham, and for 86,2501 at 3} per cent. 
interest to the Grantham Canal Company. The traffic of the past 
six months shows an increase of 12 per cent. on that of the corre- 
sponding period of last year. The directors recommend a dividend at 
the rate of 2} per cent. per annum, whieh will absorb 8,982/ of the 
surplus revenue. The capital account showed that 758,385 had been 
expended.
